Driavd Hotel Badly Wreck- 
ed, but Ne One Seriously 
Injured. 


About ni : o'clock on Wednes- 
day of this Week the citizens of 
town were arénsed by a report not 
unlike that of cannon. As they 
rushed to the street to ascertain 
the cause, they were amazed to see 
smoke.and flames emerging from 
the windows sad doorways of the 
Driard Hotel tnd great excitement 
prevailed whe it was learned that 
a terrible explosion had taken 
place. People} were falling over 
each other im) their efforts to see 
what damage Mad been dona and 
what headway the fire was making. 
Fortunately sareral of the Babcock 
hand fire ¢ktinguishers were 
promptly on Wand and the flames 
soon extinguikfied. Had the fire 
got beyond od oa nothing could 
have saved tlie Main business por- 
tion of the to¥f-as a strong wind 
was blowing aiithe time. 

The oxplousy took place in the 
billiard room,” Thi8 room, which 
a moment befete was very cheerful 
and inviting—being recently hand- 
somely painted and decorated—be- 
came a total *zeck. The plaster, 
lath and scantitag were blown from 
the ceiling anc* Walls und made a 
pile of debrisé yeral feet thick on 
the billiard talses and floor, while 
the north wall ‘vas blown complet- 
ely out, as welljas that of the east 
wall, The room was utilized at the 
time as a sample room and a travel- 
lers outfit was completely ruined.

Fujtunately, however, 
all escaped sort injury, although 
Mrs. Locke, the cook, had her arms, 
face and hair badly burned, and is 
now under medical care. Some of 
the girls of the kitchen had their 
clothing scorchéd and pretty heads 
of hair badly singed. 

The bar room was also badly 
wrecked, The artistic walls were 
ruined, the pictures were torn from 
their hangings and smashed on the 
floor, while the artistically arranged 
pyramids of bottles behind the bar 
were thrown into a heidp, some of 
the bottles breaking, and a large 
quantity of the most costly liquor 
became a total logs, 

The dining room, men’s sitting 
room, and many of the bedrooms in 
the old section on.the first flat were 
badly damaged, Every window 
was blown clean outon the ground 
floor and few whole panes were 
found on the first flat. The rear 
room of the barber shop was de- 
molished and a couple of shaving 
cupz were shaken from the cabinet 
and lay broken on the floor, The 
catches on both doors of L. R. Rix’s 
clothing store were brokea and the 
doors thrown open by the concus- 
sion, Four panes of glass were 
broken in The Times office and 
the front and back doors were both 
blown wide open. Pedestrians in- 
form us that they felt the ground 
shake over 100 yards from the ex- 
plosion. 

The cause of the explosion is a 
deep mystery, Some think it was 
caused ty gas from the coal stove, 
but it will never be known for a 
certainty. 

The amount of damage done is 
hard to determine, but it. is gener- 
ally thought that $1200 will not re. 
place {lo damage done, 

This explosion is a severe blow to 
Mrs. Anderson, who has for the 
past summer, been arduously on- 
deavoring to makethe Driard the 
best hotel in the west by construct- 
ing a large addition, and also by re- 
novating the original building, and 
it was very trying to her to see such 
awreck, Butsheis not disecourag- 
ed and had workmen engaged a few 
minutes after the accident in cléar- 
ing away the debris.

Now Iam no 
veterinary, but on turning up re- 
liable authorities who are, 1 find 
laid down most empkntically and 
in capital letters that “Bots are 
harmless.” My authorities are 
Andrew A, Gardinier, Esq., Ph. D., 
author of “Standard Physiology,” 
ete.:; H. D. Gill, esq., V.S., dean of 
New York College Veterinary Sur- 
geons; Mr. Oobbold and Dr, Mich- 
iner, 

Mr, Cobbold being admitted by 
the above gentlemen to be the best 
authority, deals with the subject 
at length and points out the harm- 
lessness of Bots, Dr. Michiner 
goes farther and whilst agreeing 
with their harmlessness, says, 
“There are no medicines that af- 
fect them; neither acids nor al- 
kalies, not authelmintics (worm 
medicities,) nor anodynes cause 
them to beconie loose and pass out 
the body. ‘Tu prevent them watch 
for their eggs on the lip and dif- 
ferent parts of the body in tne late 
summer and autumn and” scrape 
them off and burn them, 

It is useless trying to remoye 
them (the worms) they goat their 
appointed time durings May and 
June.

ifunds available for public works in 
Local Imprevement District in the 
Territories. The suit was termin- 
ated, and the payment under it 
made, however, too late in the sea- 
son to permit of its expenditure 
last fall, but it willbe available 
during the approaching season, 
along with the current Local Im- 
provement taxes to be paid by 
those and other land-owning cor- 
porations, and by the residents of 
the districts themselves. The 
total sum will therefore be suffi- 
Icient to mect the requirements of 
|the people in the various districts, 
jas regards necessary improving 
works and new enterprises, In- 
ispections and + information are he- 
iny made and obtained, so that the 
jworks may be undertaken when 
the spring breaks. The sum ayail- 
lable for expenditure in the east 
Wetaskiwin district will be about 
$2,000, And in West Wetaskiwin 
district $1,000, the distribution of 
which under competent foremen or 
by contract, should satisfy the de- 
mands of the public for public im- 
provements, at a corresponding 
very low rate of taxation.

To Sulphur Ie Due This Unpleasant 
Quality In the Balb. 


It is interesting to make inquiry into 
the cause of this unfortunate quality of 
the onion, It is simply due to the pres- 
euce of some quantity of another mineral 

- matter in the bulb, sulphur. It is this 
sulphur that gives the onion its germ kill- 
ing property and makes the bulb so yery 
useful as a medicinal agent at all times; 
but especially in the spring, which used to 
be and still is in many places the season 
for taking the brimstone and treacle in 
old fashioned houses before sulphur tab- 
lets came into vogue. Now, sulphur when 
united to hydrogen, one of the gases of 
water, forms sulphurated hydrogen and 
then becomes a foul smelling, well nigh 
fetid compound, The onion, being so 
juicy, has a very large percentage of wa- 
ter in its tissues, and this, combining witb 
the sulphur, forms the strongly scented 
and offensive substance called sulphuret 
of allyle, which is found in all the 
alliums. 

This sulphuret of allyle mingles more 
especially with the volatile or aromatic 
oil of the onion. It is identical with the 
maloderant principle found in asafetida, 
which is almost the symbol of all smells 
that are nasty. > 

The horseradish, so much liked with 
roast beef for its keen and biting proper- 
ty, and the ordinary mustard of our 
tables both owe their strongly stimulative 
properties to this same sulphuret of al- 
lyle, which gives them heat and acridity, 
but not an offensive smell, owing to the 
different arrangements of the atoms of. 
their volatile oils. 

This brings us to a most curious fact in 
nature that most strangely yet most cer- 
tainly constructs all vegetable oils in ex- 
actly the same way—composes them all, 
whether th are the aromatic essences 
of cloves, oranges, lemons, cinnamon, 
ete, of exactly the same proportions, 
which are 8814 of carbon to 11% of hy- 
érogen—and obtains all the vast seeming 
diversities that our nostrils detect in their 
scent simply by a different arrangement 
of the atoms tp each vegetable oil,
